SUBJECT: Special Report on Limousines and Heavy Sedans 
Owned by the Agency 


1. Mr. Ecker called on or about 2 February 1959 and asked for 

a special report on limousines and heavy sedans owned and/or operated 
by the Agency in the Metropolitan Area. Limousines were identified 
as passenger vehicles (excluding statical wagons) and other 

vehicles cons tructed as limousine sj while heavy sedans were defined 
as all other Lincolns, Cadillacs, Imperials, Oldsmobile 96 * s, Chrysler 
New Yorkers, Buick Roadmasters, and all Packards except the Clipper. 

2. Mr. Ecker was informed that the Agency had only one vehicle 

classified os a limousine and there are no vehicles owned or operated 
by the Agency classified as sedans . ,
